REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed to an ozone disinfecting mouse. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct 
features, " said mouse outfitted with an internal ozone generator module connected to power cord 
from said USB plug, such that said ozone generator module being operated utilizing a power 
supply of said computer connected to said mouse, whereby said mouse can then dispel ozone gas 
through a suitable vent in said upper carapace, thus disinfecting the body of said mouse or a 
surrounding area of said mouse, and disinfect or clean the surrounding air "; see last 6 lines. The 
closest prior arts, Cheng (US 6,720,950 B2), Roberts (US 6,458,331 Bl), and Son (KR 
2002023342 A) all discussed in the Non-Final Office Action dated 10/02/2006, either singularly 
or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
